It is the opinion of the examiner that the art of record (considered as a whole) neither 
anticipates nor renders obvious "wherein the first and second work modules can be pivoted about 
the first and second axes from the off the line position to the in the line position without the need 
of electrical and mechanical disconnection and reconnection of the one or more drives from the 
respective work module" in combination with the rest of the claimed limitations set forth in 
independent claim 22. 

Therefore, based on Applicant's arguments with respect to the newly added claim and the 
examiner's review of Office Action (April 4, 2008), the claimed subject matter is deemed to be 
allowable. Further clarification/explanation can be reviewed in applicant's arguments filed July 
3, 2008 on page 5. Claims 10-22 are allowed.
